Tho a-i^feiit of Lent is made known to tho 


non-Episcopal Protestant churches only by 
the mention made of it and the episcopal 
orders published in the uewanapors. Tn the 
•I'lOtestant Episcopal church Lent is ob- 
served as a fast with various degrees of 
strictness, few members of tho communion 
regarding tho gastronomic regulations with 
any groat degree of veneration,and even tho 
social restrictions are largely evaded if not 


. openly violated. 
The head of the Angli- 


can church, and the defender of the faith 
shucked her Lent observing subjects recent- 
ly by appointing her daughter's wedding 
day In tho season of self-denial and humilia- 
tion.

thoir members. 


It will not do, however, to change the 


law'on the subject nt ouce. Many societies 
havo erected buildings of amoro exponBivo 
character then they would havo erected had 
they expected to pay taxes on them. The 
law exempting religious} and educational 
property from taiation should bo repealed 
so far as it relate* to buildings to bo erect- 
ed. In regard to buildings already erected 
a'mo're gradual process should be adopted. 
These buildings might bo exempted for tho 
next five years, or they might be taxed jat a 
very low rate, or perhaps a sliding scale of 
taxation for the next ton years might bo 
arranged. Atanyjrate the rights of capital 
that is already invested in good faith in 
property that is and always has been; ex- 
empt must l>e carefully considered, or in- 
justice will bo douo.

STRIKING. 


MEETING OF THE FEMALE WEAVERS ON 
SAT- 


URDAY EYENINO.-A STRONG DETERSJIKA- 


' TIONTOSTAICD OUT.—NO POSSIBILITY OF 


CONCESSION BT TUE OWNERS. 
The operatives in tho Crescent,Granite and 


Merchants mills are still out, and if words 
mean anything tuoy will stay out as long as 
they can got anything to eat. At the women's 
meeting last avening ono or two showed 
signs of willingness to split the difference 
with tho manufacturers and tako twenty-six 
cents a cut, a reduction of ono cent, but tho 
majority would listen to no compromise. Ono 
of tho Bpoakers said that tho manufacturers 
all expressed an unalterabfo determination 
to fight the question out nt tho present 
rates, refusing to concerto anything beyond 
tha terms offered at the conference a fow 
days ago. It was stated by ono of tho speak- 
ers thnt tho Merchants' mill intended start- 
ing up on Monday morning with what help 
they could secure, but the opinion was that 
tbo mill could not bo got under way. Ono 
of tho mills claimed thnt thoy could nm one 
half of thoir corporation nnd let tho other 
half remain idle, and that they bad already 
secured enough help for thnt purpose. 
It 


was also stated as n fact that tho manufact- 
urers could supply their deficiency of help 
from Manchester and Lowell without any 
groat expense. 
\ 


Tho ojaly hopo that they cnu have of suc- 


cess is by worrying the directors of tho 
threo mills into receding from thoir action. 
Thoy 
profess 
to 
believo 
that 


the stockholders will soon 
become im- 


patient at seeing thoir capital unproductive, 
and Bido with tbo operatives. The selection 
of tbo mills is tho best they could / havo 
made, for those threo arc among thoso least, 
ablo to Btnud idle long-, imd besides thoy 
havo a mnch larger number of individual 
(shareholders than tho average; tho • Mer- 
chants' has over 300 stockholders, .while 
many others Imvo loss than n score. They 
thought that the operatives in twenty mills, 
oven working nt the reduced rnte, would bo 
able to support in idleness the operntives in 
throo mills for an, indefinite time. 


Tbo manufacturers on tbo other hand claim 


that wages nro ns high in Fall River ns nny- 
wbore, though fin exact comparison cannot 
bo made, for nt Lowell and Lawrenco tbo 
rate of pay changes as the. class of goods 
manufactured chnugcs, while at Fall River 
it is fixed, for tbo work is always tho same 
—print cloths being tbo only production. In 
Lowell, in ono mill, tho rnto was reducer! 
seven per cent, in n single month owing to n 
change in tho goods rande. 
On tho ' other 


hand tbo operatives claim that Fall RiVcr led 
tho van in tho reduction, nnd that it was tbo 
first to reduce rates. Some of tho manufac- 
turers, thdugh by no means all, say that they 
cannot afford to pny more than thoy offer— 
twenty-five cents a cut whenever nil the mills 
are again at work. Tho well-known economy 
of management in Fall Kiver enables thorn 
to do business at much loss expense, and 
therefore with greater profit than the mills 
of Lowell mm Lnwrencc, so that tha only 
element to reduce profits must bo the falling 
off in the demand for their good.i. There is 
another consideration in faVor of the opera- 
tives which should not bo overlooked—the 
comparatively small cost of living as com- 
pared with 
othor manufacturing 
cities. 


Nearly nil Iho mills have tenements in which 
the rents nro very low. Two fine rooms,' 
with two or throo bedrooms, can bo hired 
for ,$4 50 to $0 a mouth, nnd suites of' three 
fine rooms, with four or five bedrooms, for 
$8 to §10. Then, too, a very largo propor- 
tion make their purchases in clubs, getting 
tho best of flour from ono to two and n half 
dollars a bsrrel less than the retail prices, 
and other goods and provisions at propor- 
tionate prices. 


The manufacturers havo already ; taken 


steps to insure the idle mills against Joss, 
in order tbnfc thoy may ; not be.tempted to 
give in, for it will' cost hardly loss to make 
good all tbo losses to these threo mills than 
tp pay the extra three cents which Hi* 
weavers ask. Thou, too, theso twenty mills 
are now running at prices four per cimt. be- 
low what thoy offer to giro ns soon ns tho 
mills nre nil running. Such being tho 
present condition of affairs, and tho fueling 
of the mill owners, it iri hard to see what 
hopes tho operatives can have of success.—

LENT. 


TOKY OF ITd OBSERVANCE.—THE 
OKAI>- 


DAT, RKr.AXVTIOX OF THE UULKH. 


Lent is of very ancient observance. 
It is 


mentioned in tbo earliest councils of the 
church and written about by tbo writers of 
oven tbo first century. It way universally 
established in the fourth century. 
In the 


second century, when tbo dispute arose 
about tho time for eelabrating Easter, the 
ante-paschal fast was an acknowledged fact 
botb by Eastern'and Western churches. Dis- 
cussion was had by tho earliest writers as to 
whether tho fast at first was the full forty 
days or only for tho week before Easter, 
called the auto-paschal fast; but it would 
seem from tho authorities that while there 
was some fast of forty days in honor of tbo 
Saviour's fast tbo onto-pnychnl fast was of 
tbo very severest sort, and that this was Iho 
difference in tho 
allusions 
among the 


writers. Tho disputation which arose about 
tho time of tbo Easter celebration in tho 
middle of Iho second cciitury, when some 
of iho disciples ef tbo apostles wore still 
living, shows thnt tho fast of forty days had 
been in practice earlier than that timo,for it 
was then called tho "Forty Days' fast." 
Montnnus, of Pbrygia, started, in 171, a her- 
esy which includes tbreo fasts in oacb year. 
This man, called himself tho Paraclete sent 
by Christ,and announced that he was greater 
than tbo apostles. He was condemned by tho 
church, and nt this time it was maintained 
that tho Forty Days' fnst should bo tho uni- 
versal custom. 
Learned authorities in the 


eaiijr centuries had many discussions on 
these points, which wero then leading ques- 
tions. In the East, from tho earliest cen- 
turies up to tho present time, a strict fast 
has been always observed, notwithstanding 
tbo 
fact 
thnt 
Iho 
orthodox religion 


has boon separated from Romo since tho 
fifth century. Iu tbo fourth century one 
tenet of the Arinn heresy was thnt every 
one might fnst when bo thought proper, this 
showing that the custom was then general. 
Among the Jews, in the earliest times,- tho 
synagogue commanded extraordinary days 
and fasts to appenso tbo Almighty. 
The 


ancient Jews observed annual fasts, tbo 
principal of which was that of expiation for 
their sins, on tbo 10th day of tho seventh 
month. Thero wore other fasts in tbc 
fourth, fifth nnd tentb months. 


Tho enrly Christians fasted every Wednes- 


day nnd Friday.. These facts ara submitted 
by tho religious writers as showing tbo an- 
cient origin of fnstiug, 
an argument from 


which they deduce that tho Christian church 
bns bad and has still tho power to order n 
certain penitential season, such ns Lent, end 
certain days of fasting for special purposes. 
Tertullian'claims thnt it was agreed upon 
by Catholics nnd heretics thnt tho Christians 
should fnst annually on tho days of tbo 
Saviour's sufferings nnd death. The fasts of 
tbo Jews wero very severe, nnd tho enrly 
Christians subsisted on" the very poorest 
fare.. A relaxation of tho early discipline of 
tho church was introduced by tbo monks. 


Drinking at first, as well as eating, wns 


strictly prohibited; butn collntion of wine 
was tho beginning of leniency nt tho gen- 
eral chapter of Benedictine abbots, :n S17, 
whicb was ordered by tbe Emperor Louis, 
tbo Debonnnirc. It wns decreed that "if 
necessity shall require it, on account of 
hard lnbor,nfter tbe mml taken in tho even- 
ing, 
oven in Lent, before complino, on days 


when tbo office of tho dead is celebrated, 
they ara allowed to drink." Tho laity soon 
began to talio the snmo -indulgence. 
Not 


until tho fifteenth century wns a morsel of 
broad allowed with tbo wine. 
By degrees 


tho collntion wns permitted to tako sorno- 
what larger dimensions, but tbo food was 
necessarily of tho very poorest qunlit}'. At 
tbo present timo in Catholic countries only 
tho ineai and collation nre allowed, and tbo 
collation does not differ at nil from tho 
coarse'fare of centuries ago. 
Tho rule also 


applies to Catholic's in Protestant countries. 
Bishops, however, havo tho privilege, wben 
serious reasons demand it, of mitigating,tbn 
quality of tbo collation and of determining 
tho particular days wben abstinence is re- 
quired. 
In this country some of tho bish- 


ops deal more paternally with their subjects 
'than others do. For instance, in many di- 
oceses abstinence from fresh meat is not re- 
quired on Saturdays.
